General Fund — Surplus Needed. 

In the foregoing table, for convenient illustration, I have 
deducted the amount of overdrafts in the General Fund and 
Long Island Railroad Company's Sinking Fund, from the 
aggregate amount of all the funds. The necessity of having 
a cash balance on hand to meet the payments to be made out 
of the General Fund, at the opening of the fiscal year, in 
October, more than six nionths before the first payment of 
the State tax is required to be made, has hitherto involved an 
application of , other moneys for this purpose. It has been 
customary to deposit, in one bank account, the moneys of 
several Funds, under the direct charge of the Comptroller, 
and draw all checks for payments out of these separate funds 
upon this common account. Acting in accord with the 
Comptroller, I have followed the practice of my predecessors 
in this respect.

To ket 
the credit of the State, in this common accoun 
all emergencies, the Comptroller has had nu oti 
than to place at the disposal of the Treasurer, 
bank, a portion of the capital of the United f 
Fund, and a still larger amount of the capital o 
School Fund. Although the State derives from 
by agreement with the banks, the highest n 
which can be obtained from moneys upon wl 
drafts are liable to be made momentarily, it 
desirable that they should be so invested as i 
still higher rate of interest which can be dema 
of a more settled character. 

How TO Peovide a Sdeplhs. 
The diificulty is one which can only be remi 
lative action. It is obvious that the beginnir 
year should approximate, as nearly as practicab 
for paying the State taxes into the Treasury, 
ience might suffer if the time for collecting the 
people were fi.ved at a much earlier period thi 
statutes. Nevertheless, it is possible and ext^ei 
that the first payments by County Treftsurers \ 
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made on the first of January, or shortly afterwards. If the 
fiscal year were to begin at that time, the taxes which would 
then be turned over to the State would be the same money 
appropriated for the support of the government during the 
current fiscal year. The process then would be to reverse 
the condition. which now exists, and make the collection of 
taxes anterior to the time when appropriations take eflfect; 
and a surplus would be provided to take the place of the 
advances which the Comptroller is now obliged to make from the 
capital of other Funds, which should be permanently invested. 
The only objections to this plan to which the present system 
is not subject, must necessarily result from prolonging, for 
three months, the time between, the enactment and operation 
of laws making appropriations. I anticipate no trouble in 
this way for which a remedy may not easily be provided. 

County Treasurers. 

The necessity for revising the laws in regard to County 
Treasurers, is imperative. In the ordinary course, four 
months elapse after the collection of taxes begins, before any 
portion whatever is paid into the State Treasury. Oppor- 
tunity has thus been given to County Treasurers to make 
use of the moneys in their hands, to promote their individual 
interests, which are often of a speculative character. A year 
seldom passes without affording several illustrations of the 
pernicious influence which is thus exerted. Upon these ofBv 
cials, a sense of responsibility to the State rests very lightly, 
in comparison with that which local interests impose. What- 
ever distinctions are made in priority of payments, are in 
favor of local claimants; discriminations against the State 
are almost invariably made in assigning to State or county 
the taxes first collected. The principal endeyavor of the 
County Treasurer is to retain the State moneys within his 
control — often for his own use — as long as any pretext will 
suflBce. The interests of the Treasury require that, in any 
effort to improve the laws affecting County Treasurers, these 
influences primarily should be counteracted. 
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Law of 1875. 

Three years ago a strenuous effort was 
evils entailed ; but its results were ina 
gency.

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Law of 1877 Practically Inoperative. 

The elForts to frame a law applicable to all County Treas- 
urers throughout the State, based on the results of that of 
1875, have not met with the success which they deserve. An 
act was passed in 1877 requiring those officials to designate 
banks for thte deposit of all moneys received by them, by 
instruments, in writing, copies of which should be filed in 
the office of the State Treasurer. No provision was made for 
a separate account with the State, or for approval by the 
State Treasurer of the depositaries so designated. The act 
was to be entirely one of the County Treasurer ; and even on 
the State moneys deposited by him, the interest received was 
to be credited to the county. The operation of the law was 
limited to County Treasurers thereafter elected or appointed, 
thus affecting, previous to January 1, 1879, not more than six 
officials. Moreover, by acts passed at the last session of the 
Legislature, nine counties were exempted from the operation 
of this law. 

A Remedy Proposed. 

The interests of the State would be greatly promoted by 
the enactment of a general law, adapting the provisions of 
the law of 1875 to the system now in force for the payment 
of canal tolls into the Treasury. That system as nearly sup- 
plies the wants of the Treasury as any hitherto devised. 
TTriilflr the regulations for the guidance of canal collectors, 
e required daily to deposit their receipts in properly 
ted banks, subject to the draft of the State Treasurer 
iditor, and prompt advice of the amount of such 
J is exacted, from both the collectors and the banks, 
light which experience has thus given, a plan could 
<e perfected by which County Treasurers should daily 
such moneys as are received on account of State tax 
s designated for that purpose by the State Treasurer 
mptroller. 
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The- advantages of a law framed as thus sugg 
be numerous. It would then be in the power ( 
authorities to require proper guarantees for the rt 
deposits ; to secure, where practicable, the paymeni 
rate of interest, and to exact an immediate no 
deposits when made.

Beside the requirement that a copy of the insi 
signating banks of deposit shall be filed in the 
State Treasurer, the act of 1877 has only or 
affecting the relations of the- County Treasurer t 
Section seven provides that County Treasurers si 
accurate account of all moneys received, deposit 
out by him, and shall quarterly make a statemen 
writing, copies of which shall be transmitted to 
troller and Treasurer of this State. If any purpi 
the State authorities are concerned, other than t! 
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ing a record of the acts of local oflficers is intended, it is not 
distinctly conveyed in the language of the law. There can 
be no doubt, however, that there should exist in local officers 
a stronger sense of accountability than at present.

From this it is apparent that, while the amount of State . 
tax, with the exception of one year, has been decreasing from 
year to year, there has been no considerable diminution in the 
aggregate amount of town and county taxes during all that 
period. In 1876 the amount -of State tax was less than 
one-third of that of 18ir2 ; nevertheless, the amount of town 
and county taxes was about the same in those years. While 
there has been an almost unbroken increase in the aggregate 
valuations, and while the rate of State tax has been reduced 
from eight and one-eighth mills in 1872, to one and eleven- 
twenty-fourths mills in 1878, so that the amount realized 
should bear a proper proportion to the reduced expenditures 
which the wants of the community required, there has been 
no appreciable diminution in the rate of town and county 
taxes. In 1876 the rate was the same as in 1873, and there 
was only a trifling decrease in 1878. In 1872 the amount of 
taxes raised for State purposes was a little more than one- 
third that raised for local purposes. In 1877 it was about 
one-seventh, and in 1878 it was about one-eighth the amount 
of local taxation. 
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How TO Promote" Retbenchmeht. 

This disproportion requires energetic measures 
motion , of the public welfare. The work of retn 
the State administration, which has been succes 
cuted within the last four years, if supplemented 
rigorous methods in regard to local expenditures, 
cise a still more beneficial influence on. the burde 
the individual tax-payer has been subjected. 

To invest an officer with the simple duty of r< 
filing a copy of the accounts of a County Treasui 
county, is practically of little advantage without t' 
to investigate their correctness apd enforce a re 
necessary. The more important task of local n 
can only be accomplished by limitations imposed I 
lature on the power to incur expenditures, and ] 
tion of such measures as will stimulate local aud 
to a more perfect discharge of their duties.
